Three persons were burned to death last 
night when a train loaded with molten slag 
from the mille ot the Wisconsin Steel oom - 
pany of South Chicago ran into an auto- 
mobile in which they were riding. The red 
hot metal was poured over the automobile, 
setting fire to the gasoline in the tank of the 
motor car. <A fourth person in the auto- 
mobile was saved from death by jumping. 
The heads of the dead were so badly burned 
that they were unrecognizable. 


The Dead. 
PETER LESTERHOUSE, cement block con- 
tractor, 908 One Hundred and Twelfth place.

Miss Anna Baker, a sister of Mrs. Leater- 
house, escaped with minor injuries by jump- 
ing just before the train hit the automobile. 

The accident happened at the intersection 
of One Hundred and Fourth street and the 
tracks of the Chicago, West Pullman & 
Southern railroad, known in the néignbor- 
hood as the High Line“ It is @ half mile 
spur that runs from the plant of the steel 
company to the siag pile, and is used for the 
purpose of hauling away the slag from the 
plant. There is absolutely no protection at 
the crossing, no gates, no flagman, and not 
even a light 

The automobile, which was @riven by Mr. 
Lesterhouse, had just turned into One Hun- 
dred and Fourth street, and was moving 
slowly, because of the darkness of the road, 
when the driver discovered as he thought a 
black object In front of him. He stopped his 
car, and peered into the darkness to see what 
the obstruction was, but could make out 
nothing. 

Still moving slowly he drove the automo- 
bile on to the tracks, and just as he reached 
the middle, the siag train crashed into the 
er car. The cars containing the slag are

The other occupants were not so 
fortunate. No sooner had the red hot metel 
ctruck the automobile than there was am ex- 
plosion and in a second the flames shot up 


the car. 

The party bed left the Lesterhouee res- 
dence early in the morning for South Bend, 
Ind. Fifteen miles from the Indiana city 
the car was stalied by the muddy road, and 
it was decided to return home. They were 
nearly home whem the accident happened. 
About thirty of Miss Baker's friends had 
gathered at the residence of her father, Nich- 
Olas Baker,. 316 West One Hundred and 
Fourteenth street, to give her a surprise 
party. They did not know of the automobile 
trip, and as she was expected home soon they 
remained and were there when the girl was 
brought in the police ambulance. 

The police and fire department were called 
by the train w. and although the auto- 
mobile was nothing but a pile of cinders and 
twisted metal by the time they arrived, the 
firemen were obliged to pour water upon the 
hot slag for some time before it was cool 
enough to permit them to recover the bodies. 
The police did not arrest the train crew. 


Saw the Auto Approaching. 

William Thompson, who had charge of the 
train, said that he saw the automobile ap- 
Pproaching and stop near the crossing, and 
that the train also slowed up, but was given 
& signal to go ahead by a workman. He said 
that he had not seen the automobile start 
toward the tracks after it had stopped. 

Miss Baker, who was not, badly injured, 
Gescribed the accident as follows: 

A we were nearing thefallroad, having 
just turned out of Torrence avenue, we could 
see the engine but not the cars. As we got 
closer to the. tracks we slowed down, and 
Stood up to see if the train was coming. 
Then Mr, Lesterhouse decided that the train 
was not moving, and started ahead and the 
train started almost immediately. 

I was standing, and jumped over the back 


the automobile fiying through the air; and a 
mass of hot metal shot out of the rear car 
and into the machine as it wae half way in its 
flight. There was a terrific explosion, and 
that is ali I remember until I was picked up 
and placed: in the ambulance.” 

Sergeant Martin of the One Hundred and 
Sixth street station sald: 

It is one of the worst crossings in the city. 
‘There is not a Nght there, and no protection. 
‘There is not even a house in sight. I wonder 
that more aceidents have not happened there, 

as these trains of red hot slag are constantly 
‘running over the tracks at night.“

Garden City, L. L. Sept. §—Frederic Geb- 
hard died at the Garden City hotel bere to- 
day. He had been staying at the hotel for 
about two months. Mr. Gebhard had been 
in poor health for some time and had been 
under the care of a physician while bere. 

Some rich men havee way of doing nothing 
in such a picturesque fashion that they be- 
come an object of interest throughout the 
land. Frederic Gebhard belonged to this 
clase. He was never enormousiy wealthy 
nor oddly spectacular, ke meny men who 
manage to keep in the public eye. 

Perhaps Mr. Gebdbard took as his ideal 
Stevenson's Prince Florisel, who drifted ur- 
banely through the Arabian Nizhts” in 
search of new senéeations and ended hie ca- 
reer as the handsomest tobacconist in Lon- 
don. Gebhard ended his as the handsomest 
wine agent in New York—in emulation of his 
prototype, it may be. 


Gets Into Limelight. 

From the time that Oscar Wilde introduced 
Freddie Gebhard to Mrs. Lily Langtry one 
October morning in 1882 and Gebhard at- 
tached himself to her entourage, the love 
affatrea of the rich young man became the 
public's delight. The pages of the newsped- 
pers have been open to his mid exploits ever 
since. 

To begin with, he wae the son of Frederick 
Gebhard, who made a fortune in the dry 
goods business and left an income to his em 
and daughter, Mrs, Frederick Neilson, est 
mated at $80,000 a year apiece. The son de- 
voted his lite to the spending of that income. 
He did the best he knew how, and if the 
fame that resulted counts he did it well. 
He had four love affairs that the public 
knows of; he ran @ large racitig stable; he 
belonged to all the clubs he wanted to; he 
collected objects of art and curiosity. He 
paid the price of the cultivation thet makes 
an epicure. 


Best Dressed Man in New York. 

As he used to be seen in Delmonico’s, in 
the Sheepshead Bay paddock, or playing 
pool at the Union club, he was @ tall, slim 
man who carried himself with a certain quiet 
air of distinetion. Fifth avenue tailors said 
that he was the best dressed man in the city, 
and Fifth avenue agreed, perforce.

Gebd- 
hard fell in love with Miss Morris and their 
engagement was duly noted later tn the press. 
They were married on March 14, 1804. 


Divorces His First Wife. 

Mre. Gebhard was always interesting de- 
cause of her exploits. For instance, it is 
weitten that once Harry Lehr dared her to 
walk through a pond as they strolled with 
a group of persons through a certain Balti 
more estate. She took the dare, and Harry; 
not to be outdone by a woman, followed. 
They emerged wet and muddy to their knees 
and were wildly applauded by the rest of the 
party. Freddie sued her for divorce in 1003 
4 counter suit and won. Due became Mrs. 
Henry Clews Jr. later. 

The fame of the Florodora ” sextet as 
an incentive to matrimony was given a fur- 
ther boost when it became known in Sep- 
tember, 1906, that Gebhard, in January, had 
secretiy married Marie E. Gamble, known 
to the stage as Marie Wilson, of the Floro- 
dora sextet.

SMUGGLERS LOSE $500,000GEMS 


New Tork Customs Inspectors’ In- 
creased Vigilance Nets Big Returns 
to Federal Government.

More than 50 per cent of these gems have 
peen taken from women, and 50 per cent still 
is awaiting confiscation or adjudication. Two 
inspectors already afte in trouble as the 
result of these attempts to smuggle.

“ We need better work in the state legie- 
lature. If we fail to insist on honesty, we 
are to blame.“
